IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
following  regulations  relating  to  Provincial  Gov¬ 
ernment  employees  enlisting  with  the  Canadian 
Army  Special  Force  be  made: — 

1.  All  permanent  employees,  and  all  temporary 
employees  holding  positions  which  can  be  consid¬ 
ered  of  a  permanent  nature,  may  be  treated  as 
being  on  leave  of  absence  without  pay  from  their 
civil  positions  for  the  period  during  which  they 
are  enlisted  or  enrolled  for  service  with  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Army  Special  Force. 

2.  The  benefits  of  this  order  shall  not  be  ex¬ 
tended  to: — 

(a)  Any  person  who  is  not  honourably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  forces;  or 

( b )  Any  person  who  fails  within  six  months  of 
the  date  of  his  discharge  to  return  to  the 
duties  of  his  position  or  to  make  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
appointment  to  a  position,  unless  his  failure 
to  return  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  has  been 
discharged  to  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Affairs  and  is  still  undergoing  treatment. 
In  such  cases,  leave  of  absence  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  not  terminating  until  six  months 
after  discharge  from  that  Department. 

3.  The  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  these 
regulations  are  conditional  upon  each  employee 
obtaining  permission  to  enlist  from  the  head  of  the 
department  in  which  he  is  employed.

the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the 
persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said 
election  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Arthur  Alexander  Lambert,  South  Slocan, 
B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date 
of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  the  nearest  post-office 
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and  at  two  other  conspicuous  places  within  the 
area  hereinbefore  described  a  notice  signed  by  him 
giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the 
said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires 
to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power 
to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the 
said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1953, 
the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second  greatest 
number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1952,  and  the  candidate 
elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  number  of 
votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1951,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more 
candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and 
shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected 
and  which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the 
second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general 
meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be

(d)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up 
at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and 
at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or 
the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation 
that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  representa¬ 
tive  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee 
of  the  improvement  district.

Rest  Periods 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial

1.  That  Order  No.  11  (1949)  of  the  Board, 
made  on  the  16th  day  of  February,  1949,  effective 
on  the  28th  day  of  March,  1949,  be  amended  by 
adding  to  section  1  the  following  words:  “  except 
female  licentiates  of  pharmacy.” 

2.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Van¬ 
couver,  B.C.,  on  the  6th  day  of  October,  1950, 
shall  take  effect  on  the  16th  day  of  October,  1950. 

3.  That  a  copy  of  this  Order  shall  be  posted  and 
kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  employer’s 
establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  there¬ 
by  may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

By-law  No.  87 

A  By-law  to  Authorize  the  Exchange  of  a  Portion 
of  an  Existing  Public  Highway  for  a  Like 
Portion  Adjacent  Thereto,  for  the  Purpose  of 
Straightening  the  Said  Public  Highway.
